The resolution which will be adopted 
by ‘the senate recites that the sum of 
$458,782 was expended directly or in- 
directly in behalf of the Smith candi- 


rll that of this amount $203,000 
was contributed by officials of public 
service corporations and that as chair- 
man of the Illinois commerce com- 
mission Smith violated an Illinois stat- 
ute prohibiting a member of that body

The Reed Resolution.

Refusal of Attorney Michael Ro- 
mano to surrender his clients—J. Gor- 
don Chambers and Joe Miller—to the 
authorities was denounced last night 
by a number of judges, including Chief 
Justice William V. Brothers of the 
Criminal court, and by State’s Attor- 
ney Robert E. Crowe. 

It was hinted that as a result of 
the incident charges may be brought 
against Mr. Romano and against his 
associates, Attorneys Louis N. Blu- 
menthal and Gerard Ungaro, before the 
Chicago Bar association. — 

Mr. Romano’s reply is that he 
stands ready to surrender Chambers 
and Miller, but “ only under conditions 
as shall guarantee their constitutional 
rights, and so far I haven’t that guar- 


antee.” 
Wanted for Murder. ' 

Chambers and Miller, who both have 
criminal records, it is said, have been 
widely sought since Thursday for the 
murder of Chambers’ young wife, Mrs. 
Betty Chambers, at the Fontenelle 
hotel, 511 Melrose street. 

Last Sunday Mr. Romano called on 
Assistant State’s Attorneys George 8. 
Lavin and Samuel A. Hoffman. “I've 
got Chambers and Miller, but I'll keep 
them in hiding until you agree to my 
conditions of surrender,” he told the 
prosecutors. 

“State your conditions,” said Mr. 
Lavin. 

“They must be questioned only 
about the Chambers murder,” Romano 
replied. “They must be given over 
to the sheriff and not to the police.

Flint, Mich., Jan. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Michigan's swift justice, which was 
counted on to place Adolph Hotelling, 
confessed slayer of 5 year old Dorothy 
Schneider, in a prison or insane asylum 
tomorrow, received an unexpected set- 
back tonight. 

Circuit Judge Fred W. Brennan late 
this evening advised Gov. Fred W. 
Green at Lansing that he would refuse 
to grant a change of venue to Hotel- 


his court here. 

Gov. Green had counted on the 
change of venue being granted when 
Attorney General W. W. Potter ap- 
peared before the court tomorrow 
morning. The elder of the Owosso 
Church of Christ was then to have 
been taken into court in Ionia or Ing- 
ham county to plead guilty and receive 
sentence. Gov. Green had advised this 
plan to prevent mob violence in Flint. 
At the state reformatory at Ionia, 
where Hotelling was taken last night 
for safe keeping, the man late today 
confessed crimina] attacks on two 
other little girls near Owosso within 
the last two years. 

Makes New Confession. 

“Wishing to clear up everything in 
these matters,” the brief confession 
said, “‘and to make a clean breast of it 
all, I hereby make confeasion of attacks 
on Esther Skinner at Oak Hill ceme- 
tery, near Owosso, Feb. 27, 1926, and 
Ella May Horn, near Carland, April 
27, 1927.” 

The Skinner child was 7 years old 
and. the Horn girl 8. The latter was 


the roadside.

He called it a reflec- 
tion on the Genesee county courts. 

“ Hotelling will be safe in my court,” 
he is said to have told the governor. 

opinion, it is said, is concurred in 
by the two other Flint Circuit judges. 

At Lansing the governor was said 
to be indignant at Judge Brennan's 
attitude. 

“It would simply invite more riot- 
ing,”’ he was quoted as saying. “The 
temper of the city is evident. it 
would be impossible to take the man 
to Flint, have him appear in court, 
and get him away again without blood- 
shed. 

“My plan was to avert bloodshed 
and place Hotelling where he belongs. 
It was no reflection on the courts of 
Genesee county. It simply recognized 
a dangerous situation. Hotelling’s at- 
torney had agreed to it.”

Charles Evans Hughes, head of the 
American de)«gation, has taken upon 
himself the responsibility of meeting 
attacks of this character on the polk 
cies of the United States in dealing 
with the Latin American republica, 
He assigned himself together with Am- 
bassador Fietcher to represent the 
United States on the two committees 
having jurisdiction of the proposals 
that have been made for the purpose 
of putting an end to the policing of the 
Caribbean region by the American 
government. 
|.» Oppose American League. 
One of these comnmilittees will com 
sider the reorganization of the Pan- 
American union. Some Latin Amer 
cans are advocating the transmuta- 
tion of the union into a gort of Ameris 
can league of nations with political 
powers of a vast range including those 
of settling disputes among the Ameri 
can republics and of determining when 
the United States might and might

EMPLOYES 


New York, Jan. 17.—(4)—Thirty- 
seven present and former employés 
of the Johns-Manville corporation have 
brought suit for $7,000,000 against 
H, E. Manville, former president, in 
an effort to regain ownership of 40,000 
shares of stock bequeathed to them by 
Thomas’ F. Manville, it was revealed 
in papers filed in Surrogate’s court 
today. The employés charge that they 
were induced to transfer their stock 
to H. E. Manville at $150 a share upon 
his plea that it was needed to assure 
his control of the company, as bank- 
ing groups were seeking to purchase 
the stock of other legatees. 

They claim that Manville, disregard- 
ing his promise to continue as presi- 
dent, reorganized the corporation, sold 
a controlling interest to bankers and 


retired from ve management, 

It is all that the stock sold by 
them to Manville for $150 a share now 
has an equivalent market value of 
$6500 a share. 

Three for One Split. ' 

Thomas F. Manville, who died Oct. 
19, 1925, directed in his ‘will that 40,000 
shares of stock of the company, equiv- 
alent to 120,000 shares of the present 
issue as a result of a subsequent three 
for one splitup, be distributed among 
employés who had been with the com- 
pany for at least five years and who 
had received $10,000 or more in salary 
during the previous calendar year. 

These employés were to pay one- 
half of the then market value, the 
other half being a gift. Fifty-eight 
employés qualified under this provi 
sion, among them, H. E. Manville. 

The complaint sets forth that short- 
ly prior to hig death, Thomas Manville 


| had been negotiating for the sale of 


a large interest in the company to 
bankers, and that H. E. Manville had 
retired from active participation in its 
management. As‘@ result of a petition 
presented by the employés, H. E. Man- 
ville again assumed management of 
the company and agreed, it is alleged, 
to terminate negotiations with bank- 
ing interests

the children of Thomas Manville had 
threatened to sell their stock to bank- 
ing - interests, making it difficult for 
H. E. Manville to obtain control, the 
employés state that they were induced 
to transfer the ownership of their 
stock for their supposed mutual bene-

Cash Dividend of $18 Share. 

The employés state that almost im- 
mediately after securing control of 
their stock, a cash dividend of $18 a 
share was declared, which inured very 
largely to the benefit of H. E. Man- 
ville, who subsequently brought about 
a reorganization of the company an¢ 
sold a controlling interest in the néw 
concern to a banking group. While 
the name of the new purchaser is not 

vealed in the official complaint, J. 
P. Morgan & Co. were identified with 
the transaction at the time it was 
made. 

Emory R. Buckner, who is one of 
the attorneys for the plaintiffs, states 
that the Johns-Manville company is in 
no way involved in this litigation, since 


the suit is purely a persorial one | 


against H. E. Manville; Nathaniel 8. 
Robinson, of Milwaukee, his former 
attorney, and the Heman corporation 
and Stellar corporation, two of Mr.

HE SENATE ON THE 


TARIFF. 

Republican senators joined forty-one 
Democrats to pass a resolution saying that many 
ef the tariff rates are excessive and declaring for 
an immediate downward revision to establish a 
‘@oser parity betweén agriculture and labor. The 
(genators who left their party on this proposal and | 
turned to Democratic doctrine were Blaine and 
la Follette of Wisconsin, Borah of Idaho, Brook- 
hart of Iowa, Capper of Kansas, Frazier and Nye 
of North Dakota, Howell and Norris of Nebraska, 
‘McMaster and Norbeck of South Dakota, and Pine 
@ Oklahoma. 

Tariff legislation must originate in the house 
@f representatives. The senate has sent its reso- 
tution there. It is only a gust of wind unless the 
house ways and means committee will accept sug- 
gestion and advice. In the past it has been inde- 
pendent as to its rights privileges. 

Eight states were rep ted in the Republican 
tariff bolt, agricultural er than industrial. 
They have a population, according to the last 
@ensus, of 11,845,000. 

Pennsylvania and Illinois have a population of 
15,205,000. Each has one senator in the chamber 
amd one outside the door on the curb. Pennsyl- 
Vania and Illinois are industrial states. Llinois 
@lso has great agricultural interests and Pennsyl- 
Vania has them, but both are tariff states and it is

Dolder in her official career she probably will say 
@hat life was at its full tide for her when she was 
able to respond with the perfect comeback to a 
kick on the food. The male grouch at the dinner 
talile is centuries old, a male meanness for which 
there has been little to do. Occasionally it has 
got the grouch a plate in the ear or a salt shaker 


with a hurt but submissive silence. Mrs. Dolder 
just about evened up the whole score, and it must 
have given not only her but multitudes of women 
profound satisfaction. 


PRESIDENT COOLIDGE IN . 


CUBA. 
| President Coolidge did not say a great deal when 
‘he spoke to the Pan-American congress in Ha- 
Vana, Evidently it wasn't in his mind to do so. 
It was a state oceasion of courtesy and not, as 
he saw it, one for a documént. He made a pleas- 
ant speech and was nicely received. As a com- 
pliment to the importance of the gathering his 
visit was as impressive as anything he could do. 
Mussolini in like place would have said some- 
thing in the grand manner, but we are not dis- 
posed to have a Mussolini, Mr, Coolidge went 
to Cuba to make a condensed state visit to the 
other republics. It is yet to be seen whether his 
speech limits the declarations the United States 
is prepared to“make specifically in outlining its 
views of international relations as they are and 
as they should be in the Americas. 


It is possible that the American government 
will present its general good will as self-evident 
and its altruism as transparent, taking up, each 
in its own way, such incidents as requires attention 
from time to time, offering remonstrances when 
necessary to Mexico, intervention to Nicaragua 


"land mediation to Chile and Peru. It is true that 


this has not worked badly thus far in material 
consequences and it is also true that it has not 
answered all the questions or removed all the 
alarm and irritation, | 
The American government may feel that it is 
impolitic to go beyond this and that an attempt 
at clearer statements might lead to proposals 
of arrangements which could be avoided only by 
creating unnecessary ill will or accepted only by 
taking on complications which were better side- 
stepped. Thus far, at least, the United:States is 
merely talking politely and standing pat. 


IN MR. KELLOGG’S ABSENCE. 


Nine hundred women, meeting in Washington } 
to discuss our country’s foreign and defense poll- 
cies, were denied the pleasure of hearing Secretary 
of State Kellogg. He was, at the moment, in 
Cuba, and even if he weren't there he would be 
too busy raising Mr. Briand of France a couple 
of blue chips. 

Mr. Briand, it will be recalled, proposed some 
months ago that this country and France agree 
never to go to war against each other no matter 
what the provocation. Since then the cables have 
been kept comfortably warm with proposals and 
counter-proposals ‘to pass this good thing around. 
Each note suggests a new and hitherto uncon- 
sidered sector of the world to which outlawry, as 
it is called, can be applied. There is no initiation 
fee, the matter of dues has not been mentioned, 
and Mr. Briand and Mr. Kellogg, the membership 


committee, appear to want a club exclusive of 


nobody and nothing. 


Among the 900 women meeting in Washington, 
we are advised by reporters, there are not a few 
who have been called pacifists. Some of them 
have been astonished at the way the state depart- 
ment, which they had been taught could dojno 
right, was taking up, with this newest heart- 
warming notion. They had hoped to observe Mr. 
Kellogg, bare but for two yards of flowing drapery, 
bounding with naked feet under the stars to a 
gently fluted melody in F. His absence was re- 
gretted, but sorrow was assuaged with the an- 
nouncement that Assistant Secretary of State 
William Castle Jr. would oblige. 

The ladies, rightly or wrongly, had come to 
believe that all the officials of the state depart- 
ment were wearing tullé. Mr. Castle wore pants. 
He warned his audience that “when the pursuit 
of peace becomes a fad, the cause of peace is 
injured.” He named no names, but he ventured 
to say that “there are many who believe that if 
the United States signed agreements with other 
nations to outlaw war there inevitably would be 
no war, but this is to ignore realities, to ignore 
human weakness, to miss the fact that nations 
are not sublime moral entities but rather groups 
of fallible and passionate human beings.” 

This leaves us in some doubt ag to the policy 
of Mr. Kellogg’s department. ' Mr. Castle seems 
either to be talking against outlawry or toward 
sanctions. He appears not to be asking but to 
be telling his chief, Mr. Kellogg, about foreign 
affairs. It is lucky for Mr. Castle that he does 
not work for the army or the navy. They don’t 
let admirals and generals wander off the reserva- 
tion, much less deliberately walk off. 

A photograph of M. Briand or any other Duro 
pean foreign minister, at the moment of being 
advised of Mr. Castle’s remarks, will merit care- 
ful study. We venture to gy that the world’s 
eyebrow-lifting record has been broken.

BAD LEADERSHIP. 
[The Decatur (Ill.) Herald.] 

Methodist churchmen in Chicago threaten a boycott 
of Chicago newspapers whose editorial policy on pro- 
hibition is disapproved. More than that, the church- 
men propose a secondary boycott, intended to punish 
advertisers who continue to patronize the papers, | 
“Threaten” is perhaps too strong a word for the 
case. It will be difficult to believe that the warning 
of the clergymen is more than a bluff. If the clergy 
are in earnest about it, there is still the certainty 
that they cannot make their ukase effective among 
tens of thousands of intelligent members, 

Défeat in practice will not avert the damage done 
even by suggestion of a policy as stupid and mis- 
chievous. An outsider is moved to wonder what has 
happened to the leadership of the denomination, 
usually statesmanlike and effective. Englishmen will 
find, even in the fact that a threat of this sort has 
been made, a more convincing evidence of the back- 
ward civilization of Chicago than in the gratuitous 
insult offered Maude Royden. The Maude Royden in- 
cident can be explained away, as an outcropping of 
provincial folk ways. A boycott to punish opinion 
hits at a fundamental in democratic government.

HUMIDIFYING THE AIR IN 


WINTER TIME. 


UMIDIFYING the air in a house 

heated by hot water presents 

great difficulties, The problem is 

more difficult for that. kind of 
heating than for any other. Dr. EB. C. 
Rosenow thinks he has solved the prob- 
lem. About six years ago he built a 
new home and heated it by hot water. 
When winter came he found the air in 
his new home uncomfortably dry. Per- 
haps it wasiunhealthy as well. He then 
devised an apparatus which he-has since 
used. Six years’ experience has proved 
to him that it is possible to keep the air 
comfortably moist in a home heated by 
hot water. Pe 


His device consists of a pan set on the 
top of the radiator. In this pan is a 
coil of wire which supports sheets of ab- 
sorbent paper. Water is fed automatic- 
ally into this pan, being controlled by a 
float valve. Overfiow is guarded against. 
One of these pans is set on each hot 
water radiatd?, or on as many as are 
needed to keep the air moist. 


The apparatus is gotten up in an at- 
tractive design, Various mechanical {m- 
provements have been made in the ap- 
paratus since it has been in use. One 
improvement, not mechanical, consists 
of the addition to the water of a non- 
volatile chemical which kills such bac- 
teria as fall on the moist paper. 

When Dr. Rosenow put this device in 
operation he found that it not only kept 
the gir supplied with moisture needed 
for eomfort and regulated the humidity 
in accordance with the temperature and 
the previous moisture content of the 
air, but it removed dust and bacteria. 
It was of service in keeping clean the 
wall paper, curtains, pictures, furnish- 
ings, and books. Probably it also less 
ened the prevalence of colds among 
those who occupled the house. Having 
observed that this humidifier removed 
bacteria from the air along with the 
dust, Dr. Rosenow decided to add the

Chicago, Jan. 16.—During the last four 
years those persons who are engaged 
actively in humane work for animals in 
Chicago have been concerned more and 
more over the stray dog ~ situation. 
This situation at last has become acute, 
and we are reaping the result of a 
neglect by which thousands of homeless 
dogs have been allowed to live and suf- 
fer on our streets. 

A little over a year ago the comm 
on animal protection of the Woman's 
City club began a study of the whole 
problem. We already knew that the 
Anti-Cruelty society, of which the writer 
is a director, was handling about 20,000 


cases a year, although their refuge is 
small, as is their income. They could 
do little more with the means at their 
command,

How congress, throygh the enact- 
ment of legislation now before it, can

A. Campbell, general counsel of the 
American Steamship Owners’ associa- 
tion, at the Rotary club luncheon at 
the Hotel Sherman.

“We now have come to the point

. “The former will be at the sole ex- 
pense of the government; the latter 

t the cost of private capital, with gov- 
ernment aid at a lower cost than will 
be entailed in any plan of government 
ownership. The issue is now squarely 
presented by legislation pending in 

bad 


congress. 

A bill is before the senate which 
contemplates government ownership. 
Mr. Campbell argued that the govern- 
ment cannot obtain the services of the 
most able and experienced men to 
operate its ships. Comparative ef- 
ficiences definitely can be established, 
he said, by thé results of the operations 
of the essential trade service before 
@nd after their sale by the.shipping 


Cites Higher#U. S. Costs. 
' The principal obstacles to a mer- 
chant marire under private ownership, 
he stated, are the excess costs of oper- 
ating American ships over the costs 
of foreign vessels and the excess costs 
of constructing ships in American 
Bhipyards over the costs of building 
similar vessels in foreign yards.

Peterson Forwards 
City’s Invitation. 


Negotiations to bring the Olympic 
games to Chicago in 1933 as a central 


Officially yesterday by execu- 
tives of the fair committee. 

Acting upon a recent editorial sug- 
gestion in Taz Charles 8S. 
Peterson, city treasurer and first vice 
president of the committee, sent a let- 
ter to Sigfrid Edstrom, manager of the 
games committee, asking him ta take 
up the proposal. Mr. Edstrom, who is 
president of the General Electric com- 
pany of Sweden, is a personal friend 
of Mr. Peterson. 

Games Scheduled for 1932. 


“We ,hope to make arrangements * 
either for Mr. Edstrom to come to Chi- 
cago soon to discuss the matter, or 
for a committee from hereto visit 
him in Sweden,” said Mr. Peterson. 

Should Chicago's bid for the games 
be accepted it will be necessary to 
postpone the games one year as they 
are scheduled to be held in the suni- 
mer of 1932./Dates of the fair prob- 
ably will be May 1 to Nov. 1, 193%, 
and it is hoped to hold the games here 
in July of that year. 

“We have everything to offer to 
make the games a success,” declared 
Mr. Peterson. ‘“ There certainly will 
be plenty of money and the largest 
crowds ever assembled. Better yet. 
Soldiers’ field and the lake furnish the 
best sites both for land and, aquatic 
contests tn the world.” 

It has been suggested that with the 
Olympic games in July, a world's 
championship prize fight in June, and 


and perhaps a sectional football game 
late in that month, the problem of 
drawing crowds to the fair would be 
solved. Mr. Peterson said he would 
recommend action by the commitfee to 
secure all these events in addition to 
naval, army and aviation demonstra:

PARIS, Jan. 17.—The tendency of 
motion picture producers to inject com- 
edy into war films has caused all such 
films to be banned in France. ‘Accord- 
ing to an announcement in Cinemato- 
graphique Francaise, the official organ 
of the motion picture trade, French 
officials hold that comedy in war films 
is an insult to the memory of the 
French dead and French people, nearly 
all of whom suffered from perso | 
loss. As the result, Herriot has issued 
orders that all films under construc- 
tion, which were begun after the first 
of January, 1928, and which depict any 
scenes of the world war, shall be re- 
fused admission by the French board 
of censorship.

one as they arise. 


It is true that with the averate in- 
telligently brought up boy or girl the 
phases pass. They go through spells 
of using all so of slang, they have 
spells of contradicting you and cor- 
recting you as you tell a story, they. 
have times (when they are little) of, 
biting people, they have phases of 
being saucy, of being irresponsible, of | 
having their heads in the air, of not 
answering when you speak to them, 
of violently objecting to washing, of 


being absolutely wild with spirits, of. 
thinking they know it all—O, they 


have phases of so many kinds that 
they can’t be é€numerated. And each 
gradually in its turn melts away. 


Now the question is just how lenient 
ought we to be with these trying as- 
pects of growth and contact? Some 
people beligve in overlooking them. 
To m& mind fhis is a mistake. While 
we parents may realize that these 
phases are not to be taken too seri- 
ously as permanent things, at the 
same time they need’ a modifying 
touch. Given too much headway, they 


| establish themselves habits. 


But meeting with gentle reproof and 
they are quite sure to 
slip by without leaving a trace behind 
them. I believe that any disagree- 
ableness, even though a passing thing, 
should be controlled. ; 

There are,, however, unpleasant 
phases that persist so long that they 
can scarcely be considered merely as 
passing things.
